Washington, June 10.—(Special.) 
Overcoming an initial defeat, Presi- 
dent Hloover has won out in his first 
important legislative battle with the 
senate, and tonight he apparently had 
more than enough votes to eliminate 
from the pending comprehensive agri- 
cultural relief bill the controversial 
debenture plans which he has so vig- 
orously opposed. 

Under terms of an agreement 
reached today by senate leaders the 
farm bill conference report should 
come to a vote Tuesday afternoon 
inte. The debentute plan, later 
thrown out in conference between the 
two houses, was incorporated in the 
senate bill by a margin of three 
votes, gained through a. combination 
of democrats and progressive repub- 
licans, In order to turn defeat into 
victery it has therefore been neces- 
sary for the president to effect a 
change in two votes. 

Aid From Florida. 

This he has accomplished by re- 
ceiving assurance from the two Flor- 
ida senators, Duncan U. Fletcher and 
Park Trammell, that they will vote 
for the conference report, thereby 
yielding their joint position on the 
original count. Both voted for de 
benture when it was incorporated in 
the bill. 

Not only the two Florida senators 
but another democratic member, Sen- 
ator Daniel F. Steck, of lowa, is 
counted to change his position and

Culling of $264,000 from requests 
of various city departments, unless 
means of raising the amount ean be 
evolved, faces the finance committee 
this afternoon, it was decided Monday 
night at a meeting of the committee 
at the city hall. 

A special ¢ommittee, composed of 
Councilman Wiley L. Moore, of the 
seventh ward and chairman of the 
finance committee; Alderman Claude 
Ashley, of the fourth; Alderman J. 
Charlie Murphy, of the 11th; Mayor 
I. N. Ragsdale and B. Graham West, 
city comptroller, was named to consid- 
er methods of increasing the city's 
revenue. This group will meet at 2 
o'clock this afternoon in Mr. Rags- 
dale’s office, two hours prior to the 
meeting of the finance committee ses- 
sion at 4 o'clock. 

Uniess a plan to raise the éxcess 
amount of requests over the antici- 
pations is foutid, the committee will 
go into executive session and slash 
the excess fifure from allocations to 
various departments and civic proj- 
ects. 

Anticipated revenue of the city is 
$19,065,508.54 and before the numer- 
ous requests had been filed with the 
committee Monday afternoon $66,- 
008.48 more than the anticipated re- 
ceipts had been asked. 

During the afternoon a sum of 
$5,000 was asked for ingtallation of a 
system of radio on poli@ cars, which 
ofifcials declared would increase the 
efficiency of the department at least 
50 per cent; $5,000 for the Atlanta 
freight bureau; $3,000 for the con- 
vention bureau; $1,500 for the Atlan- 
ta Art Association; $15,000 for the 
electric activities of the city, includ- 
ing new white ways: a truck and 
driver for repair work and employ- 
ment of an additional’ inspector; 
$138,000 for public schools, and $15,- 
000 for enforcement of an ordinance 
requiring food handlers to stand ex- 
aminations. 

The public will be given a hearing 
again this afternoon, and then the 
committee will go into session with 
the determination to balance expendi- 
tures with anticipated receipts.

miles of additional territory to the 
city of Atlanta, other members of city 
council added their support to the

A. Gilliam and pushed the total num- 
ber of pledged votes to 20—15 short 
of all members of council. 

Four of the five members of the 
charter revision commitiee, which 
Alderman Gilliam heads, are commite 
ted to vote for the Gilliam pay,-r and 
Councilman William KE. Saunders, of 
the twelfth ward, declared that he 
would offer an amendment which 
would include another 1,000 acres. 

Eighteen members of counci] »revi- 
ously were pledged to suppert the 
Gilliam measure and Monday two 
others—Councilman Nelson Spratt, of 
the tenth ward, and Councilman Wil- 
liam Johnson,-of the eleventh ward— 
added their names to the list. 

Mr. Saunders’ amendment would 
annex land lots 154, 155, 156, 157, 185 
and 186 of Fulton county and 179 of 
DeKalb county and. those parts of 
laud lots 178 and 180 in DeKalb 
county which are not already a part 
of the city, 

The new Fulton county strip would 
extend the limits westward from 
Northside drive to near Howell Mill 
road, and the DeKalb county  prop- 
erty would make extension of © Fair 
street possible, Mr. Saunders said. 

Predictions were that the Gilliam 
paper will receive almost the wnani- 
mous support of council and that the 
Saunders Fulton county additions 
also will be favored. 

Overwhelming sentiment in favor of 
the annexation in accordance with 
the Gilliam proposal was seen in the 
city Monday night. Atilauta citizens 
declaring that persons living on the 
outskirts of the city in highly devec!- 
oped areas should help bear _ their 
proportionate share of the burden of 
administration of the city government.

No whiskey 
was in the car. 

Mrs. Virkula, who was riding with 
her husband and two children, testi- 
fied she heard no command to halt. 
One of the patrolmen opened fire 
directly as the machine was driven 
slowly past him, she said. 

Emmet J. White, 24-year-old patrol- 
man, was held responsible for the 
shooting by the coroner's jury. He is 
in jail on a manslaughter charge un- 
able to furnish $1,500 bond.

In the plane were Captain Albin 
Ahbrenberg, Sweden's most famous 
aviator: Lieutenant Axel Floden, re- 
serve pilot, and Robert Ljungland, ra- 
dio operator. 

« The plane left Stockholm yesterday, 
and halted at Bergen on its way to 
Iceland.

The 
woman is directed to raise the, 
hand by lifting the abdominal 
wall without straining, then to see 
how far the hand can be lower- 
ed by the voluntary contraction 
of the abdominal muscles, the 
importance of this contraction 
being especially emphasized. This 
exercise is repeated eight or ten 
times, night and morning, in a 
well ventilated room, preferably 
while she is still in bed and in 
her night clothing. She is* cau- 
tioned to avoid jerky movements 
and to strive for smooth raising 
and lowering of the abdominal 
wall. These exercises should be 
taken twice daily every day in 
the month.

On Board Ship Nearing Japan: An 
Englishman, a Swede, a German and 


an American sitting in a sheltered 
neok on deck, sipping after-dinner 
liquors from tiny xiasses. Four men 
who are seen much together, having 
evidently been attracted to each other 
by the charm and culture and the fact 
that all have traveled reity much the 
world over. 

Their topic of conversation? Just 
what it would be in America—prohi- 
bition, 

The particular angle which they are 
debating is as to whether prohibition 
or close restriction of the sales of in- 
toxicating liquors comes the nearer to 
actually prohibiting. Just at this par- 
ticular moment the Swede is holding 
the attention of the other three while 
he tells of the experiences of Sweden 
and Norway, two northern Europeaa 
nations whose borders touch for sever- 
al hundreds of miles, and whose prob- 
gg and national traits are very simi- 
ar. 


SWEDEN’S SOLUTION 
OF PROBLEM. 


Here is his story as tu Sweden: 

After many years of growing anxi- 
ety over the increase in drunkenness, 
Sweden in 1920 adopted a liquor law, 
which permits only one saloon, or 
what really amounts to a dispensary, 
in each county. A corporation, the 
stock of which is Leld by local citizens, 
is formed and actually owns the store, 
but the profits of the stockholders are 
limited to 6 per cent of the actual 
paid-in capital stock, and the store is 
run by an official appointed by the 
government. All profits above 6 per 
cent are paid into the government. 

At this store any citizen of the 
county in which it is located, whose 
reputation is good and who has never 
been arrested for any cause, can buy 
up to four quarts of whisky per 
month. If a man has been arrested 
for minor offenses such as speeding ‘n 
an automobile or cruelty to animals, 
off his name comes from the accred- 
ited list. Or if it is shown that he 
is not properly supporting his family 
and should spend his money for them 
and not for whisky, he would noc 
be permitted to speng any part of his 
income at the dispensary. 

A law, as pointed out by this Swed- 
ish gentleman, so drawn and so op- 
erating, to make it an actual incen- 
tive for those desiring a moderate 
amount of whisky or wine to be bet- 
ter citizens and irreproachable heads 
of families. In other words, if a man 
wishes to use whisky or wine in mod 
eration, a drink or two a day, or to 
serve it with his meals, then the gov- 
ernment makes it possible for him to 
do so, but if he takes his four quarts 


and “flings a licker party” and he ‘s 
reported by a member of the party, or 
his family, or even a neighbor—then 
off he comes from the list and no 
more whisky does he get. 

The result—a decrease in drunken- 
ness to 18 per cent of what it was 
before the law went into effect anda 
real emptying of the jails of the coun- 
try. There is not a bootlegger in the 
country and most ef the drunkenness 
is along the Norway line. 

Norway at approximately the same 
time that Sweden passed its dispen- 
sary store law, put into effect, accord- 
ing to the speaker, a bone dry law, 
similar to the American law. The re- 
sult—a tremendous increase in drunk- 
enness, overflowing jails and bootleg- 
gers on all sides. 

These statements I .do not, of 
course, vouch for, although a member

is known that they have been guided 
by several considerations, not the 
least of which, it is stated, is the 
feeling that the whole debenture fight 
has been something of a straw-man 
contest. The fact that the Florida 
legislature recently passed a joint reso- 
lution urging the two senators to op- 
pose debenture necessarily was given 
major consideration. Still another 
factor was the attitude of President 
Hoover and his cabinet associates, who 
felt that insomuch as the administra- 
tion had dealt gencrously’ with Flor- 
ida in connection with the Mediter- 
ranean fruit fly situation, both pres- 
ent and anticipated, it would be an 
act of ungratitude on the part of the 
two senators to withhold their sup- 
port on a legislative question which 
they professed to view with no great 
{mportance and which might jeopard- 
ize the fate of the farm bill. 

At the opening of the special ses- 
sion President Hoover and later con- 
gress approved a resolution by Sena- 
tor Fletcher authorizing an appropri- 
ation of $4.000,000 for combatting 
ravages of the fly. And now the 
senator has asked an additional $10,- 
000,000 for reimbursing growers of 
the state for losses sustained through 
the federal eradication program. There 
is every reason to believe this will be 
granted, in keeping with sympathetic 
overtures previously made by Secre- 
tary of Agriculture Hyde. 


Fletcher's Statement. 


At the time of passage of the Flor- 
ida legislature resolution, Senator 
Fletcher, speaking for himself and his 
colleague here, said he would be glad 
to give consideration to the views of 
any responsible citizens and officials 
of the state with respect to deben- 
ture, 

It is his contention that while de- 
benture might work to the improve- 
ment of farm conditions, perhaps, in 
the middle west, the proposal has no 
direct bearing on Fiorida, as empha- 
sized by the legislature; while there 
is no assurance that the plan would 
ever be invoked.

Central of Georgia Appeals for C o-operation in 
KeepingeLive Stock Off Ratlroad Tracks —

The Central of Georgia has for the past several years noted with satisfaction the 
development of the live stock industry in the territory it serves. Through the activi- 
lies of tts Agricultural Department, as well as in other ways, it has co-operated in that 
development. Feeling a genuine interest in agricultural progress> the management 
of. this railroad has noted with concern the economic waste involved in the needtess 
Slaughter of live stock allowed to graze or wander upon railroad rights-of-way. 


Despite every possible precaution on ihe part of its officers and employes, espe- 
ciaNy its train crews, 1,706 animals, or approximately 60 carloads of live stock (more 
than a solid train load), were killed last year on the Central of Georgia's tracks. This 
is an average of nearly one animal for each mile of track. Mules and horses killed 
totaled 142; cows, calves, bulls, steers, heifers and yearlings 931; hogs, sows, pigs 
and shoats 549; while 39 coats and 44 dovs were killed. } 3 


The substantial sum which the Centra! of Georgia pays out annually in settlement 
of live stock claims 1s a direct waste, since this money is diverted from useful invest- 
ment for improving equipment or maintaiaing the service of the railroad. Not only 
does the railroad receive no return, but it is put to additional trouble and, expense in 
settling these claims, Even in cases wher: the stock owners received payment, it is 
reasonably Sate to Sa \ that most of this Money was used for other purposes than to 
buy animals to replace those killed. The amount of live stock was therefore reduced, 
although that amount is still considerably below the total which this section should 
raise. Then too the stock owners, for ins ance of the 205 calves. heifers and vear- 
lings killed, lost a source of still further possible earnings since if sold when full 
grown these animals would have brought a greater price. 


Experience has shown that with proper care live stock can be raised even in the 
immediate vincmity of railroad tracks without undue danger. The stock raiser mak- 
ing a serious effort to improve his herds protects his good stock, and seldom loses 
any through having it run over by railroad trains. 


The Central of Georgia appeals to ths farmers and stock raisers of its territory 
to co-operate with the railroads in keeping animals off the tracks. Stock allowed to 
graze in unfenced areas adjacent to the railroads should be tethered or otherwise pro- 
tected. Live stock running at large consti‘ute an actual menace. Locomotives or 
trains striking amimals are often derailed, with injury or loss of life to passengers or 
members of the train crew. For instance, recently a passenger train in Florida strik- 
ing a cow was derailed and one person killed. Fencing the railroad right-of-way 
would not remove this menace to human life, since these roaming animals constitute 
an é¢ven greater danger on public highways where numerous automobile wrecks are 
caused either by striking the animal or attempting to avoid it.
